SECTION 1. That section three of chapter thirty of the-
laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, be
amended so as to read as follows :

Sec. 3. That said board of education shall on or be-
To report the fore the first day of September in -each year, submit to-

to be raised by tax with the amount received from other-
sources to maintain the school or schools in said district
for at least six months in each year, together with the-
amount required tor fuel, rent and repairs necessary for
the continuance of such schools, and that said board of
education shall have the power to levy upon the taxable
property of said district the amount approved by said
council; said tax to be levied and collected as other taxes
in aaid county of Steele are levied and collected.
